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Top cop throws 
caution to wind 
in case U-turn

ADRIAN Lee, the Chief Constable of 
Northamptonshire Police, has made 
an “exceptional" decision to reverse a 
caution handed by the force to former 
Cobblers striker Leon McKenzie. 

Mr McKenzie, 33, of Rectory Farm, 
Northampton, arrived at Northampton 
Crown Court on Monday to find out 
whether six counts of perverting the 
course of justice would be dropped or 
if he would be prosecuted. 

But there was high drama when Mr 
McKenzie’s lawyer had to ask Judge 
Richard Bray for 30 seconds to read a 
letter sent from the Chief Constable to 
his client. 

In it CC Lee said he had rescinded the 
initial caution as he felt that “it failed to 
address the gravity of the offence.” 

Mr McKenzie, who now plays for 
Kettering Town, is charged with the 
offences after allegedly getting a garage 
in London to provide false documents 
on six occasions between February 
2008 and December 2009 after him and 
his wife were allegedly snapped by 
speed cameras. 

In each case he claimed mechanics

had been working on their car when the 
vehicle was allegedly caught speeding. 

Claire Howell, prosecuting, said: “The 
words of the caution the defendant was 
issued with are important because the 
caution was signed and it did not 
exclude the possibility of prosecution. 

“I understand the caution may not 
preclude a subsequent prosecution or 
a civil action. 


“The defendant was told when he 
signed the caution a prosecution may 
occur.” 

The decision by CC Lee caught Mr 
McKenzie’s barrister, Andrew McGee, 
unawares. 

He had just started his legal argument 
for his client when he had to ask Judge 
Bray for time to look at the letter sent 
by the Force’s top man. 

Mr McGee said: “For the police this 
was a formal procedure. 

“Northamptonshire Police followed 
its own procedure. 

“I have just been handed a letter by 
the Chief Constable to my client. 

“The Crown can’t change its mind 
because of no change in circumstances 
and no new evidence. 

“The Crown has consistently said the 
police officer made a mistake in issuing 
the caution but this was not an 
administrative error. 

“You (the Police) took an exercise 
which had been done on many occa¬ 
sions and went through the formal 
process of the caution. 

“This is a very familiar process and it 
can’t be described as a mistake. 

“The state must take responsibility

£20k reward to find body in field’ killer 


Damage after 
shop set alight 

ARSONISTS made a hole in a 
roof and climbed through it 
to set a business premises 
on fire on Barrack Road in 
Northampton. 

Police are appealing for 
information about the 
incident which occurred at 
about 3.20am on Sunday. 

The offender/s are 
believed to have set the 
shop alight after accessing 
it through the hole they 
made.

DETECTIVES investigating the 
murder of a kidnapped man 
whose remains were found in 
Northamptonshire, are offering 
a reward of up to £20,000. 

The Met Police are hoping 
information will lead to the 
identification, arrest and 
prosecution of the person/s 
responsible for the murder of 
Andrzej Kulesza. 

The body of the 27-year-old 
was found in a remote field 
near Rothersthorpe, close to 
Northampton, on April 25. 

A post-mortem examination 
was conducted but failed to 
establish a cause of death. 

Mr Kulesza had been 
reported missing to Tottenham 
Police after last being seen 
leaving his home in Stamford 
Hill at about 8am on 
September 18 last year. 

He went out to buy milk and 


bread at the local shop but 
never returned home. 

Detectives believe he was 
kidnapped. 

Shortly afterwards the 
victim’s girlfriend began 
receiving ransom demands. 

She paid a quantity of cash 
but Mr Kulesza was not 
returned and all telephone 
calls ended on September 21, 
2010. The girlfriend then 
alerted police. 

On April 25 a woman walking 
her dog found bones in the 
field near Rothersthorpe. 

DNA tests showed they 
belonged to Mr Kulesza and a 
murder investigation was 
launched by the Metropolitan 
Police Service’s Homicide and 
Serious Crime Command. 

An incident room is open at 
Hendon under Detective Chief 
Inspector Jacqueline Sebire. 


DCI Sebire said: “We hope the 
offer of this reward will 
encourage people to come 
forward with any piece of 
information - no matter how 
small - and help with our 
investigation. 

“It is still not clear how 
Andrzej was kidnapped - he 
would not usually have left the 
house at that time so perhaps 
he had arranged to meet 
someone who then 
orchestrated the abduction. 

“We believe he was killed 
shortly after the ransom 
demands stopped. 

“We would ask anyone with 
information or anyone who 
witnessed suspicious activity 
either in Stamford Hill that day 
or in the Rothersthorpe area to 
contact us as soon as 
possible.”

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£35m project could bring 1,000 jobs to county 



A MULTI-million development 
which could create up to 1,000 
jobs in the county has been 
unveiled this week. 

Leading property developer 
Albion Land has announced plans 
for the £35 million project, known 
as Network 401, which will be on a 
25-acre site in Brackley between 
Northampton Road and the A43, a 
prominent location at the northern 
entrance to the South Northants 
market town. 

The proposal comprises about 
400,000 sq ft of mixed-use 
commercial buildings in the area 
known locally as Horsepower 
Highway. 

The company feels its scheme 
could resolve the question mark 
hanging over the future of 
Brackley Cottage Hospital, with a 
proposed 60,000 sq ft health care 
campus providing new doctors’ 
surgeries, care beds and dental 
surgery. 


Director of Albion Land, Simon 
Parsons, said: “Network 401 will be 
a high quality mixed-use 
development as befits the location 
and the growth plans for Brackley. 

“The development will reflect 
specific occupier requirements 
and we would expect the 
completed project to create up to 
1,000 jobs and substantial inward 
investment. 

“The A43 is referred to as the 
Horsepower Highway due to the 
proximity of Silverstone and the 
high number of motorsport related 
businesses in the area. The site is 
likely to be popular with 


motorsport occupiers and those 
organisations wanting bespoke 
facilities in a high-profile location. 

“We believe this site has a key 
role in contributing to the econo¬ 
mic development needs of the 
town and to broaden the range of 
facilities available to the local 
community. 

“We are hopeful that the scheme 
may also resolve the long-running 
proposal to replace Brackley 
Cottage Hospital and to provide a 
site for enlarged healthcare 
facilities which are required to 
meet the needs of the growing 
resident population.” 


Pair deny role in 
Devon drugs run

TWO Vietnamese men from 
Northampton have denied being 
a part of a gang which ran a 
cannabis farm 200 miles away 
on an industrial estate in Devon, 
a court has heard. 

Nail technician Van Pham, 48, 
said he had gone for a Sunday 
outing with a friend and had no 
idea that drugs were involved. 

An 18-year-old who was in the 
hired Transit van with him has 
now changed his plea and admit¬ 
ted being part of a £165,000 
cannabis growing plot. 

The court was told Mr Pham 
was one of three Vietnamese men 
from Northampton who were 
arrested carrying more than two 
kilograms of recently harvested 
cannabis and £18,000 cash when 
the van was stopped in Somerset. 

Growing equipment was later 
found at the house where he lived 
in Norman Road, Northampton, 
which was identical to that in use 
in the factory in Exeter. 

A jury at Exeter Crown Court 
was told how police found the 328 
plants in a disused unit on the 
Marsh Barton estate last 
December after a tip off from the 


manager of a car hire shop who 
saw two men acting suspiciously. 

Mr Pham, Lenh Nguyen, 47, of 
Great Gull Close, Northampton 
and Omer al-Rawe, 31, of 
Brownlees, Exminster, all deny 
conspiracy to supply cannabis. 

Chung Tran, 18, also of Norman 
Road, Northampton, has now 
admitted the same charge. 

The prosecution say the gang 
hired the van in Northampton 
and the three men used it to go to 
Exeter to tend or harvest the 
plants at a hydroponic cannabis 
farm. 

They were seen in the van close 
to the unit, where al-Rawe was 
also spotted, but the drugs were 
only found later that evening. 

Mr Pham, through an inter¬ 
preter, insisted he knew nothing 
about either the cannabis grow¬ 
ing, the drugs in the van, or the 
cash. 

He said the growing equipment 
found at his home in 
Northampton belonged to a 17- 
year-old illegal immigrant who 
lived in a different room which he 
never visited. 

Mr Pham said: “Mr Nguyen 
contacted me and asked me to 
come with him. It was a Sunday 
and I was free so I agreed. 


“He didn’t tell me where we 
were going and I fell asleep in the 
van. 

“When I woke up after a few 
hours I was told we were waiting 
for the man with the sofa. I wait¬ 
ed five or ten minutes and then 
the police tapped on the window. 

“We all spent the night at the 
hotel and I woke up to find the 
others had left the room.” 

He said they had gone out but 
he rang them and they returned 
and all agreed to return home 
without picking up the sofa and 
were then arrested on the motor¬ 
way. 

Mr Pham added: “I went on the 
trip just to help a friend to collect 
a sofa. I had no knowledge of any 
cannabis production.” 

Mr Nguyen, a chip shop worker, 
denied knowing that the truck 
was being used for a drugs run 
when he hired it and drove the 
200 miles to Devon. 

British citizen Mr Nguyen, 
claims he was helping a friend by 
making the trip. 

He said: “I remember looking at 
a map and thinking it was a long 
way to go to pick up a sofa. I had 
no idea cannabis was involved at 
all.” 

The trial continues.

for decisions of this sort.” 
Judge Bray will assess all the 
evidence in the case and 
issue his judgement at a 
later date. 

In a statement, Inspector 
Elliot Foskett (staff officer to 
the Chief Constable), said: 
“A caution has no statutory 
basis, it is an administrative 
action exercised by the 
police and one which can 
be rescinded by the police. 

“The Chief Constable 
decided to rescind the cau¬ 
tion in this case as he felt 


that it failed to address the 
gravity of the offence and 
was in breach of both Home 
Office guidance and 
Director’s Guidance upon 
charging. 

“Both local and national 
records will reflect this deci¬ 
sion. 

“Mr McKenzie has been 
written to and informed of 
the Chief Constable’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“It is an exceptional cir¬ 
cumstance for a Chief 
Constable to authorise the 
removal of a caution.”

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Cops arrest three 
suspects in raids

THREE more people in the coun¬ 
ty have been arrested by police 
following dawn raids as part of a 
crackdown tackling drugs 
supply. 

Nine warrants were executed on 
Tuesday as part of Operation 
Guardian - eight in 
Northamptonshire and one in 
Hampshire. 

The three arrested were: 

■ A 34-year-old man at an 
address in Northampton, on 
suspicion of drugs offences. He is 
in custody at Weston Favell police 
station 

■ A 28-year-old woman in 
Burton Latimer, in connection 
with money laundering offences. 
She is in custody at 
Wellingborough police station 

■ A 33-year-old man in 
Northampton, on suspicion of 
handling offences. He is in 
custody at Weston Favell police 
station 

Another man was arrested at an 
address in Southampton, 
Hampshire. 

Three vehicles, with an estimat¬ 
ed total value of £75,000, were 


also seized. A team of 50 uni¬ 
formed officers, together with 
CID and specialist support offi¬ 
cers, took part in the operation, 
which has been 

running covertly for the last year. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Brayfield, of the serious and 
organised regional crime team, 
said: “This action is the culmina¬ 
tion of a long-term investigation 
into the supply of drugs in 
Northamptonshire and other 
counties. 

“We believe there are organised 
crime groups responsible for 
much of the supply of drugs in 
the county and we are deter¬ 
mined to root them out and cut 
off the wider criminality and anti¬ 
social behaviour associated with 
it. 

“We are working in conjunction 
with our regional colleagues and 
would appeal to any members of 
the public, concerned or affected 
by drugs in their community, to 
contact us.” 

Anyone with concerns should 
contact Northamptonshire Police 
on the non-emergency number 
101 . 

■ On Friday another eight 
search warrants were carried out 


as part of the same operation. 
Nine people were arrested for var¬ 
ious offences including posses¬ 
sion of drugs, possession of sec¬ 
tion 5 firearms, suspicion of bur¬ 
glary and suspicion of 
robbery. 

A quantity of drugs was seized 
as well as a can of CS spray. 

The high-impact day coincided 
with numerous activities by local 
teams including a street briefing 
in Blackthorn, a public consulta¬ 
tion event in South Northants as 
well as high visibility patrols. 

Officers identified 92 vehicles 
showing valuables and letters 
were later sent to the registered 
owners of the vehicles. 

Twelve disruption visits were 
carried out on people of interest 
by senior officers, with a further 
16 by Operation Guardian offi¬ 
cers. 

Officers also carried out an 
ANPR operation covering the east 
sector of Northampton 
Thorplands, Lumbertubs, Lings, 
Great Billing and Weston Favell. 

Twelve vehicles were stopped, 
including three which were recov¬ 
ered for being uninsured and 
having associated fixed penalty 
notices. 



‘Distinctive’ felines dumped 


TWO ten-month-old cats were 
found dumped near to the 
entrance of Sywell Country 
Park. 

The pair were discovered in a 
carrier by a concerned 
member of the public in 
Washbrook Lane, Ecton on the 
morning of Saturday, 
November 26. 

The cats are both female 
with distinctive colouring and 
following an examination by a 
vet it was found one of them 
is still producing milk so must 
have recently had kittens. 

RSPCA inspector Polly 
Underwood said: “These poor 
cats could have been left 
overnight and it is 


heartbreaking to think some¬ 
one appears to have just 
dumped them. 

“One of the cats is producing 
milk, but is not pregnant, 
which therefore means 
somewhere she has a litter of 
kittens which may have been 
ready to be weaned. 

“These cats are beautiful and 
quite unusual in their 
colouring so someone 
somewhere must know who 
they belong to. 

“I would urge anyone who 
may recognise these cats, or if 
they have any information as 
to who owns them to contact

hope on the 
needing help 


A SPECIAL scheme is giving hope to teenage 
girls who find themselves pregnant and with 
nowhere to go. LAWRENCE JOHN found out 
more about New Horizons House and how it is 
giving these youngsters a chance for the future 


IN the film It’s a Wonderful Life, 
George Bailey wishes he had 
never been born and gets the 
chance to see what would have 
happened if this came true. 

Clarence, his guardian angel, 
shows him he in fact has a 
wonderful life and should not 
wish this when so many people 
rely on him. 

In one sense, this is what New 
Horizons House in Spencer, 
Northampton, does for a number 
of pregnant teenage girls. 

Staff show them however bleak 
they think it is now - being so 
young and finding themselves 
pregnant - there is hope on the 
horizon. 

There is a chance for them, if 
they want it, to get help to find a 
better life. 

New Horizons House is owned 
by Nottingham Housing 
Association and supported by 
Bromford Support. 

Support worker Geri Norris 
explained about the work carried 
out by the home and how it helps 


these teens. There are ten flats for 
young parents aged 16 to 24 years 
old and they can stay for up to 
two years. 

The girls who end up at the 
house normally get referred to 
the team by Social Services, Sure 
Start or a children’s centre. 

Each girl who gets to stay in one 
of the flats provided has to adhere 
to the rules. 

They have their own rooms and 
staff do not intrude into them 
unless necessary. 

However, there is a policy of 
three strikes and you’re out so if 
the rules are broken, they have to 
leave. 


Ms Norris said: “These are girls 
who have not got anywhere else 
to go. 

“This is a stepping stone before 
they move on. 

“They can stay with us for two 
years and this gives them a better 
opportunity for a future. 

“Some of them do not have a 
family and if they do then it might 
not be the best relationship. 

“A lot of them are pregnant and 
sleeping on a friend’s sofa. 

“Some of them have never lived 
on their own and do not know 
how to cook or manage their 
money. 

“We can help them get into 
education and show them what 
they can do. 

“We are able to give them the 
skills to learn how to cope in the 
community.” 

Before any of the girls can come 
to the house, there is an interview

and a set of questions is asked as 
part of an assessment. 

However, there is a very long 
waiting list to get into New 
Horizons House as there is very 
little social housing for the girls to 
move into. 

There is the option of renting 
accommodation privately but a 
lot of landlords do not accept 
housing benefit. 

One of the girls who has bene¬ 


fited from this Northampton- 
based scheme is Chelsea. 

She said: “I have been here eight 
months and have achieved a lot 
to help me move on. 

“My housing officer at the 
borough council referred me and 
I came here for an interview. 

“I couldn’t stay with my mum as 
there were only two bedrooms 
and not enough room. 

“I would have loved to have 


lived at home. I am looking now 
and I hope to get somewhere of 
my own.” 

Ms Norris said when the girls 
arrive they have very little self 
confidence. 

But gradually over time, for 
many of them, starts to grow and 
in her words they ‘blossom’. 

She added: “They will have our 
support as long as they need it, 
even after they have left.”

Non-999 callouts 
fill emergency line

FIGURES released by East 
Midlands Ambulance Service 
show 72 per cent of all the calls it 
received last year were for 
non-emergencies. 

The emergency service (EMAS) 
is calling on people to be life 
savers and not time-wasters by 
phoning for an ambulance when 
not necessary. 

Last year EMAS responded to 
723,519 emergency 999 calls and 
of those, 205,248 were for life 
threatening conditions. 

Director of Operations for 
EMAS, Peter Ripley, said: 
“Genuine life threatening calls 
only make up around 28 per cent 
of our work and we need the 
public to help us concentrate on 


and have the resources available 
to respond to real emergencies. 

“If you dial 999 for a problem 
which is not a genuine emer¬ 
gency, then you could be delaying 
the response to someone who is 
suffering from a life threatening 
condition. 

“In extreme cases, this could 
mean you put someone else’s life 
at risk - maybe even a loved one 
who lives in a different part of 
town. 

“Real life threatening emergen¬ 
cies include choking, chest pain, 
difficulty in breathing, drowning, 
fitting or concussion, serious 
blood loss, severe burns or 
allergic reactions. 

“Some people incorrectly think 
if they arrive at A&E in an ambu¬ 
lance they will be seen more 
quickly than if they arrived by car, 


taxi or public transport. Our high¬ 
ly trained and qualified call tak¬ 
ers, based in our Emergency 
Operations Centres, receive on 
average a new 999 call every 45 
seconds. They take details from 
the caller and provide further 
advice over the phone. 

“If an emergency response is 
required it is dispatched while the 
call taker continues to take infor¬ 
mation about the patient and 
offer advice to start treating the 
condition. 

“Be a life saver not a time- 
waster - if you become unwell, 
stop to consider which NHS serv¬ 
ice you should use.” 

People can visit www.nhs.uk or 
call NHS Direct on 0845 46 47 for 
advice if they feel unwell, are 
unsure of their condition or need 
help. 


£370k plan to boost size and facilities of village school

‘High risk’ young 
drinkers boozing 
on double levels

PEOPLE aged between 18 
and 25 years old in the 
county are drinking 
double the recommended 
amount of alcohol every 
day. 

A recent NHS 
Northamptonshire survey 
held in Northampton’s 
pubs and clubs during 
Alcohol Awareness Week 
revealed those deemed to 
be in the high risk category 
are drinking eight units a 
day. 

The recommended rate 
for men is three to four 
units a day and for women 
it is two to three. 

Those at high risk are 
therefore drinking double 
the recommended daily 
amount. This would 
equate to nearly a bottle of 
wine (ten units) a day or 
four pints of beer (half a 
pint is one unit). 

Although the figures 
show a nine per cent 
reduction in the number of 


young people drinking in 
the highest risk category 
compared to last year, 
health workers are keen to 
get the responsible drink¬ 
ing message across. 

Alcohol can play a role in 
causing many medical 
conditions some of which 
include strokes, cancer of 
the mouth, pharynx and 
larynx, breast cancer, liver 
cirrhosis and high blood 
pressure. 

The same survey also 
showed a six per cent 
increase in the category of 
low risk young drinkers. 

NHS Northamptonshire 
health improvement 
co-ordinator Dawn Wintle 
said: “Although these 
results show an improve¬ 
ment on last year, work still 
needs to continue to 
inform people of the risks 
to health from drinking 
above the recommended 
levels. 

“Peer pressure plays a big 
part in persuading young 
people to drink too much. 

“But being part of the 


crowd is much more fun 
when your brain isn’t 
befuddled with booze.” 

NHS Northamptonshire 
is actively campaigning 
now, throughout the party 
season, and for the next six 
months, with this age 
group who go out and 
drink too much. 

Public health manager 
Pam Berry said: “We want 
young people to drink 
sensibly. 

“If they are drinking we 
do not want them to drink 
more but to be in control 
of what they are doing. 

“Once people start drink¬ 
ing too much they are not 
in control of their actions. 

“They can become 
violent or become vulnera¬ 
ble to attack.”

Head of social marketing 
at NHS Northamptonshire, 
Heidi King, added: “Our 
message is enjoy yourself 
but know your limit.”

She is still trying 
to come to terms with it. 

“I could not believe it 
when it happened as I 
had only spoken to her 
the Wednesday before. 

“This is being done as 
a tribute to Donna and 
to put some money in 
Du’reece’s bank account 
for the future.” 

Mr Fardon said the club 
had given him the use of 
the concert room for free 
and The Tornadoes, who 
are providing the enter¬ 
tainment, will also not be 
taking payment.

£113,000 museum

WORK to modernise 
Northampton Museum and Art

“This funding will mean that we 
can develop our museum as a 
cultural space that is a fitting 
showcase for the collection.” 

The museum is staying open

Age limit of cabs 
put under scrutiny

A CONSULTATION has kicked off 
to find out whether residents 
and businesses believe there 
should be an age limit for taxis. 

Around half of the country’s 
local authorities have such a 
restriction but in Northampton 
the existing policy only stipulates 
that Hackney Carriages (black 
cabs) must be less than three 
years old when licensed for the 
first time but after that there is no 
upper age limit. 

No rules apply for Private Hire 
Vehicles. 

Northampton Borough 

Council’s licensing committee 


met at the end of September and 
agreed to consult with those 
working in the taxi industry and 
members of the public about 
reviewing its policy on age limits 
for taxis. 

As the licensing authority, the 
borough council is responsible 
for ensuring vehicles are up to 
standard. 

As well as consulting on whether 
to adopt an age policy common to 
all cabs, the authority will also be 
asking for views on whether to 
increase the minimum engine 
capacity of Private Hire Vehicles 
from 1400cc to 1600cc and if 
certain cars should be exempt. 

Chair of the council’s licensing 
committee, Councillor Chris¬ 


topher Malpas, said: “As the 
licensing authority we must 
ensure that licensed vehicles are 
as safe, reliable and comfortable 
as possible. 

“Public safety is our primary 
concern and we are keen to hear 
your views on this important 
consultation.” 

Questionnaires are available 
online by visiting 

www.northampton.gov.uk/taxi 
consultation or for a paper copy 
call the authority’s community 
safety team on 01604 838968. 

The consultation started on 
Monday and runs until noon on 
February 29. The findings will be 
fed back to the committee in May 
next year to make a decision.

rank up and running in time for 
the festive season which will 
inevitably see more people 
enjoying an evening out in the 
town centre. 

“Ensuring people get home 
safely at the end of a night out 
has to be a priority for us all.”

Party’s helped to 
make difference 


W hat have the Liberal 

Democrats ever done for 
us? 

The Chancellor’s autumn 
statement cast a pretty gloomy 
picture. The economic crisis 
caused by the banks, who were 
allowed to get away with just 
about anything under Labour, has 
been worsened by the Eurozone 
crisis, caused by governments not 
being able to meet their debts. 

It’s clear that the deficit 
reduction plan, however difficult it 
is to swallow, has won the 
confidence of the markets. 

Despite massive debts the UK is 
not in the same mess as Greece, 
Italy, Spain, Ireland or Portugal. But 
we have a new challenge to meet 
- making sure the economy is 
growing and unemployment goes 
down. 

In amongst the gloomy forecasts 
and list of depressing numbers, 
there were several 
announcements aimed at kick- 
starting the economy. 

The Youth Contract, a £1 billion 
fund to get young people into 
work, was announced. 

That will benefit 3,830 
youngsters in Northamptonshire. 

Youth unemployment has been 
rising for a decade and in these 
tough times it is crucial that we 
make sure a generation is not left 
behind. 

Another big new idea was the 
£30b infrastructure boost - new 
homes, roads and railways, paid for 
in part by investment from 
pension funds. 

In our county that means the A14 
at Kettering and the Corby link 


road get the go-ahead. The regional 
growth fund, a pot of money to 
boost the economy and jobs 
outside London, has been upped 
by £lb. 

Poorer families will also get a 
boost thanks to 15 hours free 
childcare provision for all two year 
olds from disadvantaged 
backgrounds. 

That will benefit 1,700 children 
here in Northamptonshire. 

Meanwhile the banks are being 
made to pay more as the banking 
levy has been increased. 

One thing all these welcome 
policies have in common - they 
are all Liberal Democrat ideas. 

In fact, many of the Coalition 
Government’s best policies have 
been Liberal Democrat inspired. 

Take for example the income tax 
threshold rise - taking millions out 
of tax altogether and giving 
millions more families a tax cut. 

That was straight from the cover 
of the Liberal Democrat manifesto. 

As too was the pupil premium - 
more money for our schools, spent 
on the poorest pupils to give 
everyone a fair start in life - £2.5b 
nationally by 2015 and £6.5 million 
this year for Northamptonshire’s 
schools. 


The triple lock on pensions and 
the earnings link restored, broken 
by the last Labour government if 
you remember [which gave us the 
insulting 75p a week rise in 
pensions]. Liberal Democrat action 
has given the biggest ever cash 
rise in pensions this coming year. 

The list goes on - Trident 
delayed, the intrusive and 
expensive ID card system 
scrapped. 

Environmental action like the £3b 
green investment bank to boost 
new technology and cut carbon 
emissions and the Green Deal 
offering home-owners insulation 
to keep bills down. 

It is unnatural for many Liberal 
Democrats to share power with 
the Conservatives. 

But without the Lib Dems 
fighting in Government the Tories 
would have dismantled our health 
services and scrapped our human 
rights. 

When I joined the Liberal 
Democrats I did so because I 
wanted to see a fairer, freer, 
greener Britain.

REVIEW 

ALICE IN WONDERLAND 

Royal & Derngate 

Until Sunday, January 8 

IT may not much resem¬ 
ble the story from the 
original book, but Fd 
stake a large amount of 
money that Lewis Carroll 
would be cheering this 
version of his children’s 
classic as loudly as any of 
the Royal theatre audi¬ 
ence. 

The reason is simple: 
Phil Porter’s smart, witty 
and extremely silly adap¬ 
tation pays appropriate 
and affectionate tribute to 
the source material by 
capturing exactly the 
essence of its zaniness 
and illogicality, while 
simultaneously creating a 
piece of theatre that is 
fast, hugely entertaining 
and utterly hilarious. 

He’s considerably aided 
in this objective by the 
two co-directors, Dani 
Parr and Laurie Sansom, 
in whose hands this won¬ 
derful slice of nonsense is 
endlessly inventive and 
tear-inducingly funny - 
and that applies as much 
for the grown-ups as for 
the children. 



So often Christmas 
shows claim to work on 
two levels, desperate to 
appeal to cynical adults 
alongside their offspring. 
With this production, the 
play hits both targets in 
one masterful stroke, and 
they lap it up. 

There’s a multi-talented 
cast of nine, an extraordi¬ 
nary on-stage band that 
somehow makes three 
musicians sound like a 
full orchestra, and some 
stunning effects and 
designs from Sara Perks 
and her team that are 
constantly surprising and 
effective. 

Mark McGee holds pro¬ 
ceedings together mag¬ 
nificently as a smooth 
Mad Hatter with a sugges¬ 


tion of Johnny Depp, pre¬ 
senting a royal variety 
performance for Liza 
Sadovy’s joyously obnox¬ 
ious Queen of Hearts. 

Alice herself becomes 
unwillingly inveigled into 
the performance and has 
to shed her “square” atti¬ 
tude by learning the 
important difference 
between silly and stupid 
before she’s allowed to 
return to the real world. 

It’s a concept that works 
brilliantly, and begins 
from the moment you 
enter the foyer, which has 
been transformed into 
the White Rabbit’s rabbit- 
hole and gets you in the 
mood long before cur- 
tain-up. 

In fairness, it needs a lit¬ 
tle time to warm up and 
bed in properly, but this is 
a truly magical show that 
takes the recent 
Christmas successes of 
the Royal and ratchets 
them up several levels. 

It’s a pretty safe predic¬ 
tion to suggest that you’ll 
have to go an awfully long 
way to find a production 
that’s got more heart, 
more fun and more sheer 
silliness to put you in the 
festive spirit.

NORTHAMPTON’S Men’s team totally 
dominated the second Birmingham

SAMU Manoa has been 
literally living the dream so 
far for Northampton Saints 
in the Heineken Cup, and is 
set to get another shot this 
weekend against Castres 
Olympique. 

Phil Dowson’s suspension 
and Calum Clark’s injury, as 
well as doubts over Roger 
Wilson’s fitness, have left 
the club facing some 
changes in the back row. 

That is likely to see Manoa 
(pictured in action) handed 
his first start in Europe this 
year, having featured as a 
replacement in the first two 
Pool One matches against 
Munster and the Scarlets. 

Defeats in both of those 
games have left last season’s 
Heineken Cup runners-up 
facing the very real prospect 
of not reaching the knock¬ 
out stages, making a win in 
France on Saturday a must. 

But while results have not 
gone in the Saints’ favour so 
far, American Manoa is still 
enjoying taking on the 
Continent’s top clubs - par¬ 
ticularly the trip to 
Thomond Park. 

“I used to watch Munster 
when I was younger, espe¬ 
cially watching Doug 
Howlett,” he explained. 

“I was a big fan of him, 
and then playing on the 
same field against him - I 
never thought in my life 
that I would do that or play 
against Munster. 

“I was hoping he would 
come my way, but unfortu¬ 
nately he slipped on the 
inside of me a couple of 
times. 

“Everybody back home 
was watching that game so 
when I had a chance to get 
on the field I just had to do 
what I had to do. 


“I had to bring my game to 
the table and see if I could 
help the squad out. 

“It’s a good competition 
and the Heineken Cup is big 
for me coming from where I 
played back home. 

“It’s a big step for me and 
the competition is up there 
- you have got to bring your 
A game when you play in 
the Heineken Cup." 

Manoa has been used 
mostly as a replacement for 
Northampton this season 
since joining from 
American Super League 
side San Francisco Golden 
Gate. 

And he admits that he is 
still learning various things 
about playing at the highest 
level, particularly with 
regards to the defensive 
side of his game. 

Manoa said: “I’ve picked 
up a lot of small stuff that I 
didn’t know about playing 
at home. I try to work on my 
defence. 

“It’s things like not com¬ 


mitting so early and let the 
play fold out, not just when 
the ball goes from the 
scrum half to the fly half 
and going straight for the fly 
half. 

“I’ve just got to watch for 
inside runners or cutbacks 
like that. 

“Before as soon as the ball 
came from the scrum half I 
was flying straight for the fly 
half trying to kill him and 
not even worrying about 
anyone on the inside. 

“It’s small stuff like that 
which helps a lot and I’m 
still learning.” 

Anyone who has seen the 
towering back row play will 
know that he thrives on the 
physical side of the game, 
and Manoa particularly 
enjoyed last Saturday’s 
Aviva Premiership derby 
clash with Leicester Tigers. 

The match will be as much 
remembered for the brawl 
in the first half that resulted 
in Alesana Tuilagi and Tom 
Wood being sent off as for 


the thrilling spectacle that 
saw Leicester snatch a 30- 
25 win late on. “I wouldn't 
call it a brawl, it was more 
like pushing and shoving,” 
says the laid back Manoa 
though, adding: “This is 
rugby, man.” 

As for the game itself, 
Manoa felt it was one of his 
best in a Northampton shirt 
and is aiming for a similar 
performance when he takes 
on French outfit Castres. 

He said: “The physicality 
was up there, the game was 
intense and the speed of the 
game was so quick. It was 
probably one of my best 
defensive games.

RUGBY LEAGUE 

STEVE Ferres of the Rugby Football 
League believes that Northampton 
Town’s venture into the sport will 
succeed where others have failed 
and has vowed that the governing 
body will give them its full backing. 

It was confirmed last Thursday 
that Northampton had won one of 
the four places available in Co¬ 
operative Championship One - the 
third tier of rugby league in this 
country - from the 2013 summer 
season onwards. The team, which 
will be owned by the Cobblers and 
play out of Sixfields, will also be 


associated with the town’s amateur 
club Northampton Demons, with 
earning a place in the top flight 
Super League the eventual aim. 

Fulham, Cardiff City and Preston 
North End are amongst those foot¬ 
ball clubs to have tried running 
rugby league teams in the past, 
with varying degrees of success, but 
RFL club support manager Mr 
Ferres said: “It comes down to 
people, and people wanting things 
to work. 

“David [Cardoza] is adamant that 
he wants to make this work and 
we’re going to get behind him and 
help him make that happen. 


“It’s a wonderful opportunity to 
see another sport - it isn’t in com¬ 
petition with football and we want 
football people to embrace it. 

“This can be a community based 
club; let’s keep the kids off the 
street and get them playing sport. 

“We have got a great opportunity 
to play year-in, year-out and the 
people of Northampton can go 
down here and enjoy a fantastic 
sport. 

“We have been poor in pushing it 
forward - there is no doubt about 
that and we will admit to that 
which is why it has been a 
northern-based game. 


“We want to expand that, we want 
people to see and share what it’s all 
about.” 

The club are currently recruiting 
members for a fan panel that will 
decide the kit and nickname, as 
well as discussing various issues 
brought up by both them and those 
running the new operation. 

Northampton’s new rugby league 
team will be run off the field by the 
staff of the football club, while they 
have also formed a link with Super 
League side Wakefield Trinity 
Wildcats who will assist with many 
aspects, including coach education 
and marketing.

AIDY Boothroyd will see on Saturday 
whether the hard work and long hours 
that he vowed to put the Northampton 
Town squad through has paid off when 
he takes to the dugout at Sixfields for his 
first game in charge. 

It is just over a week since the former 
Watford, Colchester United and Coventry 
City boss (pictured) was named as Gary 
Johnson's successor in the managerial 
hot-seat at the club, with Crewe 
Alexandra providing the opposition in 
League Two this weekend. 

An first round exit in the FA Cup at the 
hands of Blue Square Bet Premier side 
Luton Town meant the Cobblers did not 
have a game last weekend, giving 
Boothroyd extra time to whip his new 
charges into shape ahead of the visit of 
Crewe. 

The 40-year-old’s first task is to try to 
end the nine game winless run in the 
league stretching back to September 24 
that has seen Northampton slip closer 
and closer towards the relegation zone. 

Their last outing was a 4 -1 defeat at bot¬ 


tom side Plymouth Argyle, while Crewe 
come into the game having won their 
first two matches under new manager 
Steve Davis that has seen them move up 
to 15th in the division after a poor run. 

Boothroyd has had plenty of time to get 
an idea of the team he will pick for 
Saturday, although he is limited in what 
changes he can make to the squad until 
the transfer window opens next month. 

Club chairman David Cardoza has said 
he will back any transfer ambitions that 
his new manager has should he decide to 
bring in new players, although 
Boothroyd has stated his intention to 
give the current members of the squad 
the chance to feature. 

On-loan midfielder Derek Niven has 
now returned to Chesterfield following 
the end of his month long spell, while 
others are likely to leave at the start of 
next year as the boss looks to trim the 
numbers in the squad. 

Saido Berahino is also a doubt for the 
Crewe game after suffering a knee injury, 
while Byron Webster, Nana and 
Nathaniel Wedderburn all remain long¬ 
term absentees with their various 
injuries.

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Don’t let brawl take gloss 
off performance - Mallinder

JIM Mallinder played down the ugly scenes 
from last weekend’s East Midlands Derby at 
Welford Road that resulted in two players 
being sent off and Chris Ashton being handed 
a four-week suspension. 

The brawl between players from 
Northampton Saints and Leicester Tigers in the 
first half took some of the gloss off what was a 
thrilling contest that was only decided in the 
closing minutes when Horacio Agulla raced 
away to score the winning try to make it 30-25 
to the hosts. 

Originally, both Alesana Tuilagi and Tom 
Wood were sent off by referee Wayne Barnes for 
their part in the melee. However, Saints winger 
Ashton was later cited due to pulling Tuilagi’s 
dreadlocks dragging him into touch, which 
sparked the whole scrap. 

“I think it [the brawl] has been blown out of 
context really and with it being on live TV that 
probably didn’t help, but you do have to put 
into context what a magnificent game of rugby 
it was,” said Mallinder. 

“We do see things like that in training, we see 
them in games, and we’re not saying we want 
that to happen but sometimes it’s a result of 15 
players on each side going at each other for 80 
minutes. 

“It was a tremendous advert for the packed 
Welford Road crowd; I thought the rugby there 
was fantastic, two teams giving everything they 
have got, but with a lot of skill and tries. 

“The game had everything and what we have 
got to be careful of is that we don’t take some of 
the things which are precious to the game of 
rugby out of it.” 

Mallinder and the club are currently debating 
whether or not to appeal Ashton’s ban, which 
sees him miss the back-to-back Heineken Cup 
games against Castres and Aviva Premiership 
clash at home to Bath and away to Newcastle 


Falcons. It is not the first time the England inter¬ 
national has tangled with one of the Tuilagi clan, 
having been on the receiving end of a vicious 
punch from Alesana's brother Manu during the 
Premiership semi-final on the same ground last 
season that saw him banned for a similar period. 


Meanwhile, Mallinder was also left frustrated 
that Tigers skipper Geordan Murphy did not 
receive any punishment after he appeared to 
take out Northampton full back Ben Foden just 
before Agulla streaked away for the game 
clinching score three minutes from time. 


“I don't think he was ever going to get cited 
for that which was disappointing because it 
had a massive outcome on the game, but he got 
away with that,” he said. 

“We talk about playing to the edge but not 
going over it, and sometimes you do go over it. 
We’ve had incidents in the past at Welford Road 
and sometimes teams need to be penalised if 
you do. 

“We had a player sent off from both sides so 
we were both down to 14 and that didn’t deter¬ 
mine the outcome of the game massively. 

“Ultimately, out of that we’ve lost a player for 
four weeks and Leicester haven’t lost anybody.” 

Wood is available for this Saturday’s European 
game away at Castres after his sending off was 
deemed sufficient punishment by the discipli¬ 
nary panel. 

However, Mallinder is having to consider his 
options for the back row after Phil Dowson was 
banned for two weeks. 

He was up in front of the judiciary after being 
cited for a dangerous tackle on Alex Goode dur¬ 
ing Northampton’s 30-8 win over Saracens two 
weeks ago, and pleaded guilty to the charge. 

Calum Clark is also injured and number eight 
Roger Wilson is a doubt after being forced off 
during the defeat to Leicester. 

That means Samu Manoa and Ben Nutley are 
likely to feature, while youngster James Ingle 
has also been drafted into the European squad. 

Mallinder is expecting another bruising 
encounter against the French outfit, particular¬ 
ly up front against a large pack. 

However, the side are well aware of what to 
expect having faced Castres in the pool stage of 
last year's Heineken Cup as well. 

“They are a big, physical team and we were 
tested against them home and away last sea¬ 
son,” said Mallinder. 

“They’re a good side; they started the season 
very well and won a lot of games. They’ve not 
been doing quite as well over the last couple of
